EMBASSY TRANSLATION FOLLOWS PARA 2 BELOW. ORIGINAL 
POUCHED TO EPA FOR SHOSTAL. REGISTRY NUMBER 2404899. 

2. DEAR DR. SWAIN: 

THE WORK ON THEME "ACCUMMULATION OF TOXIC SUBSTANCES 
IN FISHES" PLANNED WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF SOVIET- 
AMERICAN COOPERATION ON PROJECT 02.02-13 HAS BEEN 
SUCCESSFULLY COMPLETED. DR. FOSTER MAYER AND DR. JAMES 
PETTY LEFT FOR THE USA ON AUGUST 16. DUE TO YOUR 
EFFORTS THE JOINT WORK WAS PROVIDED WITH EQUIPMENT 
AND CHEMICALS. ALL THE SOLVENTS SENT FROM 
HELSINKI AND VIENNA WERE RECEIVED. THEY WERE USED IN 
THE WORK. WHICH TURNED OUT TO BE INTERESTING AND 
PROMISING. 
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IN ACCORDANCE WITH YOUR LETTER OF JULY 31, 1978, WE 
CONSIDERED WITH YOUR SPECIALISTS THE QUESTION OF 
SENDING THE GAS CHROMATOGRAPH TO THE USA BUT DEEMED 
IT ADVISABLE TO KEEP THE CHROMATOGRAPH IN BOROK TO 
PREPARE THE MATERIALS UNTIL AUGUST 25. THEN THE 
CHROMATOGRAPH WILL BE SENT TO THE USA THROUGH THE 
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US EMBASSY IN MOSCOW. LOUIS D. SELL, OFFICER OF THE 
US EMBASSY, PROMISED TO ASSIST IN SENDING THE 
CHROMATOGRAPH. 

DEAR DR. SWAIN, WE ACCEPT YOUR PROPOSAL OF 
AUGUST 15 AND ARE PLANNING THE SOVIET SPECIALISTS' 

TRIP TOGETHER WITH MEMBERS OF THE WORKING GROUP. WE 
PLAN THAT DR. BIKBULATOV. DR. BUTORINA AND DR. 

LESNIKOV WILL PARTICIPATE ON THEME "DETERMINATION OF 
OPTIMAL METHODS OF WATER QUALITY CRITERIA FIXING FOR 
WATER RESERVOIRS". DR. FLEROV AND DR. KOZLOVSKAYA 
ARE PLANNING TO PARTICIPATE IN THE WORK ON THE THEME 
"STUDY OF METHODS OF DETERMINATION OF THE 
ACCUMMULATION OF TOXIC SUBSTANCES IN FISHES." 

IN CONNECTION WITH RESCHEDULING THE SYMPOSIUM ON 
BEHAVIOR OF WATER ANIMALS AND THE SEMINAR IN BOROK 
ON METHODICAL ASPECTS OF THIS 

PROBLEM, WE HAVE TO CHANGE THE DATES OF OUR SPECIALISTS 
STAY IN THE USA. THE SEMINAR IS TO FOLLOW THE SYMPOS- 
IUM AND MOST OF OUR SPECIALISTS PARTICIPATING 
IN JOINT WORK ON THEME 02.02-13 ARE PLANNING TO TAKE 
PART IN THE SEMINAR. IF THERE IS NO OBJECTIONS ON 
YOUR PART. WE WOULD LIKE TO LIMIT THE PERIOD OF 
SOVIET SPECIALISTS’ STAY IN THE USA TO TWO WEEKS 
AND TIME IT WITHINTHE PERIOD OF THE WORKING GROUP'S 
SESSION, I.E., SEPTEMBER 17-29, 1978. DURING THIS 
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PERIOD SOVIET SCIENTISTS COULD DISCUSS WITH AMERICAN 
SPECIALISTS THE RESULTS OF JOINT WORK IN BOROK. 

TO CLEAR UP A NUMBER OF METHODICAL QUESTIONS AND 
OUTLINE A CONCRETE PROGRAM OF JOINT INVESTIGATIONS 
FOR 1979. 

I FULLY SUPPORT YOUR PROPOSAL ON THE STRUCTURE OF 
THE JOINT REPORT DESCRIBING THE RESULTS OF OUR 
COOPERATION ON PROJECT 02.02-13. I AM WORKING ON 
THE MATERIALS IN THE SAME WAY. UNFORTUNATELY, 

MY WORK ON ORGANIZATION AND SUPPORT OF THE COOPERATION 
WORK AND OTHER DUTIES WILL NOT ALLOW ME TO COMPLETE 
PREPARATION OF THESE MATERIALS BY THE TIME OF THE 
WORKING GROUP'S SESSION. THE MATERIALS WILL BE 
READY APPROXIMATELY IN NOVEMBER. 

THANK YOU FOR THE INTERESTING REPRINTS WHICH I HAVE 
RECEIVED. MY FAMILY THANKS YOU AND YOUR WIFE FOR 
THE INVITATION YOU SENT TO MY DAUGHTER TO VISIT THE 
USA AS YOUR GUEST. UNFORTUNATELY THE START OF SCHOOL 
LESSONS WILL NOT ALLOW NINA TO ACCEPT YOUR KIND 
INVITATION.
